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WHEN A TOWN LOSES ITS RAILROAD 

What happens rto a town when it loses its railrr.^d? 

A very interesting editorial in the Woodstock, Ver- 
mont, Standard, answers that question. Years ago 
the Woodstock railroad was abandoned and, at the 
time, many people thought it was a good thing and 
that the town would get along better without it. 
But here's what the Standard has to say: "It has now 
been roughly 18 years since Woodstock ceased to 
have railroad service. With modern highways, pass- 
enger cars and trucks, one would say nothing has 
been lost but the fascination which is held for us 
'old- timers' by railroads. 

"Strangely, however, we note on our last newsprint 
invoice that it cost $33.09 to get three tons of paper 
shipped from GatLneau, Que., to White River Junc- 
tion by rail — and roughly $10 to get the paper trucked 
to Woodstock from the Junction. 

"Obviously, railroads do have some advantages for 
certain types of freight shipments. 

"in spite of all arguments, we still insist that 
a town which loses its railroad is in danger of drying 
up." 

The taxes paid by the railroads arc one of the big- 
gest and most dependable sources of revenue for 
town and counties and other units of government. 
The money spent by railroads for construction and 
maintenance goes to make business and payrolls in 
every section of the country. And when it comes 
to the big hauling jobs, the railroads are in a class 
by themselves — no other agency can do them so 
surely, efficiently, and cheaply. 

Yes, a town without a railroad really lacks some- 
thing important! 

• • • 

WELL DONE 

A short time ago a California power and light 
utility* dedicated a new $80,000,000 steam generating 
plant, with a capacity of 500,000 kilowatts. This was 
the ninth of a series of new plants to be brought into 
operation by the company since V-J day, and others 



are in process of construction and expansion, In the 
past half dozen years this single utility's Improve- 
ment program has represented an Investment of nearly 
$800,000,000 and in about two more, years the figure 
will pass $1,000,000,000. 

The San Francisco Call-Bulletin ran a long editorial 
on these achievements. At the end It said, "All of 
this, mind you, was done, not witJh expensive, and 
burdensome disbursements of the taxpayer's money, 
but with private capital, supplied by lihe company's 
some 180,000 stockholders, plus the 'Indirect' Inves- 
tors who have contributed through the purchase 
of company securities by banks, insurance companies, 
etc. 

"A program like this does not consume taxes, but 
adds to tax revenues; it does not dissipate economic 
wealth, but creates it; it docs not depress the stand- 
ard of living, but elevates It.

CHICAGO— Dr. John A. Rogers, ex- 
ecutive director of the Illinois Di- 
vision, American Cancer Society, 
i said today that "some encouraging 
advances" toward the control of 
cancer "Will be disclosed at the an- 
nual meeting of the Society, today 
and Friday.

Speak- 
ers will outline programs of public 
education, service to the cancer pa- 
tient, the annual fund-raising drive 
and publicity, ending with a pro- 
gress report on the Division's 
growth since 1946. Since 134C, a 
total of $3,694,028, contributed by 
the public, has been invested in the 
threefold program of research, edu- 
cation and service in Illinois. 

Mrs. Donald P. Wells, Lake For- 
est, chairman of ithe Lake County 
Chapter, said that 16 delegates will 
attend the conference.

Others find It the 
glory of Protestant 
Christianity that it

Christian faith. Has the Bible any. 
thing to say about this? 

. * * • 
The Mather of Alt Churches 

You will not find such words as 
"denomination" in the New Testa- 
ment, Such words as Episcopalian. 
Lutheran, Baptist (referring to a 
church), Presbyterian, Mennonlte, 
Roman Catholic, or other modern 
tags, are not to be found in the 
Scriptures. 

All the same, our lesson pas- 
. sages give us some Important 
suggestions. Luke tells how 
horrified the disciples were at 
discovering some one not of 
their own organisation, doing 
good work in Jesus' name. They 
would have stopped him; but 
Jesus said, "He that is not 
against ns is for us." 
That is a good way to think 
about other Christian churches. The 
story in Acts 11 tells how churches 
in the earliest times helped one 
another in various ways. II Cor. D 
shows how the good example of one 
church can be a challenge to others 
to do still better. 

As that Jerusalem meeting hand- 
ed down a decision affecting many 
congregations and persons, so now 
the findings and decisions of great 
bodies of churches have a weight 
and an importance far beyond 
what. might be said by single con- 
gregations. That council was the 
mother of all councils as the New 
Testament church was the mother 
of all churches. 

• • • 

All Christians Are Brothers 

TN HIS first letter to that problem- 
* church of Corinth, their' first 
pastor Paul urges the different 
parties in the church to remember 
above all that they are Christ's peo- 
ple rather than any one's else. The 
name of Christ is far more impor- 
tant than any of our denominational 
labels, _ ; 

In his letter to the Phllippians 
Paul says an even more striking 
thing, 'I know that soma are 
preaching Christ out of jealousy, to 
annoy me . , . but what does it mat- 
ter? The fact remains that Christ 
is being preached, whether sincere- 
ly or not, and that fact makes me 
very happy." 

In America today we are be- 
ginning to eateh the New Testa- 
ment spirit. Taking the situation 
as a whole, there Is more get- 
together-ness than fly-apart>ness 
among the churches. Coopera- 
tion la taking many forms. Lo- 
cally m communities, or In 
state - wide Interdenominational 
associations, or on a national 
scale, churches are doing to- - 
gather what separate churches 
or denominations would find dif- 
ficult or Impossible. 
Besides recent large mergers, of 
denominations such as the union of 
Methodists north and south, the 
Evangelical United Brethren, the 
Evangelical and Reformed, and Con- 
gregational - Christian, there are 
many other groupings of like-minded 
churches, pooling their resources 
for evangelism, education, mission- 
ary work and many other purposes.

Message to the People 

THE largest and most impressive 
get-togethers are the National 
Council of Churches of Christ in 
America which includes every large 
American denomination but two: 
and the great World Council of 
Churches with member-churches In 
every Christian land. 

These words from the first mes- 
sage of the National Council to the 
people of America ring out the spirit 
of unity growing today: "This coun- 
cil has been constituted by 29 
churches for the glory of God and 
the well-being of humanity. It mani- 
fests our oneness in Jesus Christ as 
divine Lord and Savior; his Is the 
mandate we obey and his the power 
on which we rely. Our hope Is In 
him. In him we sea the solution of 
the world's Ills. The Council Itself 
Is a demonstration of his power to 
unite his followers in Joyous co- 
operation."

Hence, anything done to 
make it hard for fires to start is a step towards preparing 
your community, to protect itself if war comes.

trashpilcs, rubbish, or stored odds 
and ends that accumulate around 
the house. Closets, attics, and 
cellars arc the main source of 
home fires, and plain ordinary good 
housekeeping is s strong line of 
defense against them. 

Clean out your storage places. 
You will be surprised at how many 
burnable odds and ends arc really 
useless to you,' Don't let them 
make your home a fire hazard: Get 
rid of them. If local welfare 
agencies can't use them, eall the 
Junk man. 

Don't stop when you've cleared 
out the inside of your house. Go 
after rubbish in your back yard, in 
alloys and in vacant lots near your 
home. Collect the rubbish and burn 
It, Don't leave it around to burn if 
an enemy bombs your city? Bo 
cure to burn rubbish in metal 
containers, , 

Take a look at your electrical 
system. Buy new plugs and cords 
if yours are worn. Get advice from 
an electrician if your fuses blow 
frequently, r They may be danger- 
ously overloaded. His advice may 
prevent a bad fire. 

Every winter costly fires are 
started by faulty furnaces, stoves, 
and other heating plants. Some 
result from too much soot In 



Others are caused by 
rusted or cracked ■ pipes and fit- 
tings. Look over' your heating sys- 
tem now. If your chimney needs 
it, clean it out If the furnace 
pipes and connections are cracked 
and rusted, replace them, 

Teach your family not to put 
magazines, papers, or clothing on 
radiators or near open flames. 
Don't hang flimsy curtains near 
your kitchen stove. Don't allow, 
lamp shades to come in contact 
with light bulbs. Remember that 
such things don't have to touch , 
flame to bum. They will catch fire 
simply because they are too close 
to the heat for too long. 

Gasoline, benzine, naptha, and 
sithilar fluids should never be used 
indoors. When mixed with air, 
their vapors can be ignited by the 
spark of a light switch or an 
electric fan, or the tiny flame of a' 
pilot light. Keep such fluids in 
tightly closed metal containers 
outside your home. 

And remember: oil- soaked rags, 
especially rags that have been 
used to spread quick-drying liquids - 
such as turpentine, paint thinners, 
and some furniture polishes, can 
catch fire by themselves. Oily rags 
shoud be stored in air-tight metal 
containers. It is best to keep thorn 
outside the house.

What About Swine Enteritis? 




Qt What causes twine enteritis? 

A: The word "enteritis" moans an 

inflammed Intestine. There are icv- 

crat types of enteritis; tome con* 

tactout, others 

not. 

Q: Which types 
»re most serlousT 
A : "Nccro", 
swine dysentery, 
and Infectious gastroenteritis of baby 
pigs generally cause heaviest losses. 
Q: WhBt da they fbok Ulcer 
A: Nccro spreads slowly, with 
gradual loss In weight, scouring, fail- 
ure to gain. Swine dysentery Is a 
fast killing, high fever sickness with 
bloody scouring. Baby pig enteritis 
Is choractcrijed by heavy losses, vonv 
Itlng, scouring. 

Q: How can such losses be pre- 
vented? 

A: First, be sure breeding stock Is 
free of "carrier" animals. Never al- 
low newly- purchased swlno to mix 



with the horn* herd. If pigs and 
shoals shc-i signs of weight lota or 
scouring, get a veterinarian's diag- 
nosis Irjmci-itcly. Clean up filthy 
yards, old hoy wallows where enter- 
itis germs thrive. 

Q: What other precautions) emn be 
token? 

A: Ear mark each litter and sow. 
If trouble shows up In the pigs. In- 
fected sows can bt 
Isolated. 

Q: If enteritis 
•tarts, haw can 
losses be stopped. 
A: Treatment 
identifying which type 
Is causing the trouble. 
So the best step is to obtain an ac- 
curate dlognosls the moment trouble 
appears.
